-U/2 qu arts coal tar dip ; 4VI* 
quarts fish oil ; 3 qu arts coni o i l ; 3 
quarts whale nil ; I 
quarts oil of tar. 
Dissolve three pounds of laundry 
soap in water, add the ingredients of 
the spray and bring the whole up to 
a 30-gallon quantity with lukewarm 
water. 
This spray will k e e p flies off 
the cows and prevent the hair coats 
from becoming harsh. 
The rows should ho sprayed twice a 
day, in the morning after milking and 
in tile afternoon when in tile barn for 
silage or oth er green feed. 
With a 
portable two- w heel rd half-Darrel cart 
having a spray pump and nozzle, two 
men can spray 40 cows in five min­ 
utes.

Today look at them. The great majority are clearly printed; they 
carry a certain amount of the more important national and inter­ 
national news along with the strictly local columns; they are filled 
with advertising; most important, they have editorial columns. 
Above all, this last cannot, be exaggerated. 
From mere re­ 
porters of town happenings, they have risen to an important 
possibly the most important place as leaders of thought and com­ 
ment on local, state and national problems. 
Their opinions are 
usually well founded and intelligent. 
They sway politics, indus­ 
trial and business progress, and national affairs in a large way 
It would be well for the average citizens to better appreciate 
the character and influence of the rural press. 
It may give him 
another slant on the reason for America’s unprecedented prog­ 
ress.— Industrial News Bureau.

age m atters up, in view of the vast army of young busi­ 
ness Women who buy a new pair bf stockings every week 
as regularly as paying their rent or washing their hair. 


T h :s represents a twenty per cont increase in ho­ 
siery production in the brief space of four years, bul 
even more striking is the change in styles. When women 
had ten pairs apiece for a yearly average, six of these 
were wool, cotton, lisle or Borne mixture, and four pairs 
were silk. 
With the shrinking of skirts, stocking stand­ 
ards Were also raised till now, with twelve pairs a year, 
eight of them are silk and four of other materials. 
This 
means a doubled output of silk hose and a third decrease 
in wool, cotton and other sorts.
